Charles P. Johnson Takes Role 
of Camarata and Caito That 
of Man on Trial. 


RECALLS ASHPIT TRAGEDY 


Attorney Tells Witness He Will 
Get Part of Proof of Threat 
Against Leoni. 


Dramatically illustrating his remarks 
with gestures and poses, Tony Caito, a 
fruit dealer of 1109 Foster alley, gave 
@ jury in Judge Rassieur’s court, Thurs- 
day, his version of how Tony Sansone 
stabbed Joseph Camarata to death, Sept. 
12, 1910, at the Fruit Exchange, Collins 
and Carr streets. 

Caito was an eyewitness and the star 
witness for the State. 

Caito said he arrived at the exchange 
at 9 a. m. and was siending in the 
aisle when Sansone walked hurriedly 
past him, stabbed Camarata in the neck 
and ran. Camarata followed, Caito said, 
throwing off his coat as he ran, and 
showing the back of his shirt stained 
by the flow of blood. 

Caito testified he followed the two 
men. At Third street and Franklin 
avenue, he said, he overtook Camarata, 


who then was faint from loss of blood. 
Camarata caught at him for support, he 


the pavement. 


Ran After Sansone. 

Caito testified he left the body and 
again began chasing Sansone, whom he 
overtook a block away in the hands of 
Patrolman Kelly. Caito said he in- 
formed Sansone he had stabbed Cam- 
arata to death. 

“What do I care?” he said was San- 
sone’s reply.

On cross-éxamination by Attorney 
Leahy, for the defense, Caito said he 
did not know Salvatore Leoni, principal 
witness for the defensé, whose headless 
body was found in an ashpit back of 
1122 North Ninth street, In January. 

“Did you say to Leoni at the last 
trial, ‘I'll get you for this’?” asked 
Leahy. 

“No,” replied Caito, 
get proof that I did.”’ 

“T’ll admit that now I can’t get all 
the proof,”’ said mney “but I'll get part 
of it.’’ 

Caito testified he saw no revolver in 
Camarata’s possession the day of the 
killing. He admitted he had been ar- 
rested “eight or ten times.’’ Leahy asked 
if he had testified at the former trial 
that. he had been arrested “about a 
thousand times.” 

“T was only joking,” said Caito. 

Tony Sansone, who is not related to 
the defendant, was the second witness 
for the State. His Story. given wholly 
in Italian, apparently Was the same in 
effect as Caito’s. Pietfo Clerico, a res- 
taurant keeper, who says he is an Ital- 
ian Count, acted as interpreter, and was 
accused by Attorney Leahy, at the de- 
fendant’s request, of not correctly inter- 
preting the testimony and of aiding the 
witness in answering. Judge Rassieur 
cautioned Clerico to be exact and not 
to lead the witness. 

The closing moments of Wednesday’s 
hearing were tensely dramatic. Charles 
Bezesi, an eye-witness of the killing, 
told a graphic story of the affair. In 
his excitement he acted his story, leav- 
ing his seat, gesticulating, stooping, 
making grimaces, until, with unconscious 
art, he haa reconstructed the scene. 

Arising from his chair, the witness 
impersonated Camarata on the day of 
the killing, busy in the Fruit Exchange. 
As he told how the man bent to mark a 
fruit catalogue he left his chair walked 
a step or two, then stooped and looked 
toward the floor. 

Then he impersonated Sansone as 
turning a corner from an aisle in. the 
exchange and seeing Camarata in the 
stall. He suited action to words as he 
said that Sansone slipped up behind 
the kneeling man. 

Heard a Shout, “Look Out!” 

He told of how somebody shouted 
“Look out!’ described Camarata as 
turning slightly, then, whirling his right 
arm, he brought it downward in a dra- 
matic gesture as if illustrating a blow. 

He illustrated another blow. which he 
said went wild, then pictured Sansone 
whirling, advanced rapidly a step or 
two, then with his hands indicated how 
Sansone had run out of the exchange.

RATES TO BE INCREASED 


Cabanne Home Containing Ten 
Rooms Listed at Department 
as Eight-Room House. 


Swimming pools and fish ponds replen- 
ished by running water in fashionable 
West End homes on which no water 


license is paid have been discovered by 
inspectors under Assessor and Collector 
of Water Rates Burton, who is gather- 
ing information for the readjustment of 
water rates throughout the city. 

Many shower baths in West End 
apartment houses have been installed on 
which no report has been made to the 
Water Department and no water licenses 
paid, according to the reports of the 
inspectors. The charge for each shower 
bath is $15 a year. 

Bilis to Contain Surprises, 

The water bills payable to the city in 
May will contain many surprises for 
water users, Burton told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Thursday. He said the 
water rates in 7% per cent of the West 
End residences and apartments will be 
increased. 

The semi-annual bills payable in May 
will be mailed by the Water Depart- 
ment about April 20. The receipt of these 
bills will be the first notice residents will 
receive of an increase in their water 
rates. Other semi-annual bills contain- 
ing the increases will follow monthly in 
various sections of the city until Octo- 
ber, when the inspectors will have cov- 
etred the entire city. 

In one West End apartment of 42 
rooms six shower baths which had not 
been reported were discovered. Burton 
increased the rate on this building td 
$206 a year., The former charge had 


been. $116. 4n-another West.-End ‘apart-| 


ment three shower baths were found 
which no water rate has been paid. The 
May bill for this apartment will show 
an increase of $45 a year. 

Burton Warns Plumbers. 

Burton has notified plumbers install- 
ing water equipment that if they fail 
in the future to report all installation 
of shower baths and other applHances, 
he will furnish evidence to the authori- 
ties for prosecution. 

In a West End residence where a fish 
pond supplied with running water was 
feund in the basement, two additional 
reoms and an automobile were discov- 
ered on which no water charges were 
paid. The house contains 10 rooms, but 
it is registered in the Water Department 
as an eight-room dwelling. Burton in- 
creased the water rate $24 a year. 

The water charges in a Cabanrie home 
were increased $20 a year after an in- 
spector found a swimming pool in the 
basement. The concrete pool is 4 feet 
deep, 5 feet wide and 6 feet long.

HAT when the directors of the 
T Savings Trust Co, a Lewis 

corporation, demanded addi- 
tional collateral for the loan of the 
Lewis Publishing Co. Lewis caused 
the publishing company to make @ 
note for $100,000 to itself and deposit 
it with the trust company. 

That Lewis advertised the sale of 
$600,000 worth of 7 per cent notes of 
the Lewis Publishing Co., secured 
by a first mortgage on the Woman’s 
Magazine and Woman's National 
Daily buildings, and the sites. they 
occupied, and that when these se- 
cured notes were sold to the public 
he sold an additional $600,000 worth 
of unsecured notes, printed in a 
slightly different form. 

That the Lewis Publishing Co., 
having no money to pay the notes as 
they fell due, solicited the note- 
holders to take stock in the Savings 
Trust Co., which Lewis was then or- 
ganizing, and that approximately 90 
per cent of the noteholders agreed to 
exchange their secured notes for the 
trust company stock. “ 

HAT the stock of the Savings 

+ Trust Co, was never issued to 

the noteholders, for the reason 

that the capital stock of the trust 

company, under the laws of the State, 

had to be paid in cash. They were 
given interim receipts. 

That app mately $100,000 worth 
of the notes t in for. redemption 
were cancelled by the publishing 
company without being paid. 

That no sinking fund was ever set 
aside by the publishing company, as 
promised by Lewis in hie advertise-

ments, for the payment of the notes 
when they fell due. 

That the advertised statement that 
$160,000 worth of the notes had been 
sold in St. Louis was untrue. 

That the statement of Lewis in one 
of his advertisements that a rich St. 
Louisan offered to purchase the en- 
tire allotment of 7 per cent secured 
notes was untrue. 


That the Lewis Publishing Co. was 
losing money in 1907, 1908, 1909 and 
1910, at a time when Lewis was rep- 
resenting to the public that it was 
making enormous profits. 

That the directors of the Savings 
Trust Co. reserved the right to in- 
vest its funds as they saw fit, and 
that as the money came in it was 
used by Lewis in his publishing busi- 
ness. 

HAT when he (Putnam) ques- 
tioned the value of the secur- 
ity of the $600,000 7-per-cent . 
notes, Lewis declared that the peo- 
ple would lend him money without | 
any security. 

That Lewis was kept informed at 
all times of the financial condition of 
the company and knew what it was 
when he was advertising that it was 
making large sums of money. 

That Lewis directed him, in his 
correspondence with note holders, to 
be careful to coneeal the fact that 
the Lewis Publishing Co. was insol- 
vent. 

That while Lewis knew this to be 
the condition of the company he ad- 
vertised that he expected to pay 15 
per cent on the stock of the Lewis 
Publishing Co. ani that its earnings 
would be great enough to pay off all 
of the indebtedness on the Lewis 


properties.

States containing 530 English-speaking 
adults where at least one copy of the 
magazine was not subscribed for. 

In 1906, he said, the valuation of the 
Woman’s Magazine plant, aside from 
the physical property, seemed to him to 
be $1,000,000, and the plant, building and 
grounds were worth $900,000.

Houts objected to 
this reference to matters which, he 
said, were before the date of the mat- 
ters charged in the indictments. Bar- 
clay said the removal of the privilege 
was only a few months before the sale 
of the seven pér cent notes began. The 
witness was permitted to state when 
the se¢ond-class privilege was removed 
and said the date was March 4, 1907. 

Had Long Examination, 


Putnam was on the witness stand 
nearly all-of Wednesday. As he han- 
dled the financial affairs of the Lewis 
Publishing Co., the University Heights 
Realty and Development Co., the Devel- 
opment and Investment Co., the People’s 
Savings Trust Co., and the American 
Woman’s League, he gave, under ex- 
amination by District Attorney Houts, 
testimony considered by the Government 
as the most important against Lewis. 

.Was Losing Money. 

Putnam testified that in 1907, 1908, 1909 
and 1910, when Lewis was advertising to 
the public that the Lewis Publishing Co. 
was the greatest and most profitable 
publishing institution on earth, it was 
losing large sums of money. He declared 
that he kept Lewis, at all times, in- 
formed of the financial condition of the 
company. Lewis warned him, in his cor- 
espondence with security holders inquir- 
ing why their notes had not been paid,

that the company was insolvent. 


The maximum penalty, on conviction 
for using the mails to promote the de- 


benture scheme which constitutes one of 


the counts in the indictment, is five 
years in the penitentiary. The maxi- 
mum penalty for conviction for fraud 
in the sale of the 7 per cent notes of 
the Lewis Publishing Co., which consti- 
tutes another count, is 18 months impris- 
onment.

CLOSE VOTE LIKELY 
ON PEACE TREATIES 


Senate Decides to Act on Inter- 
national Arbitration Meas- 


ures Today. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—With final 
action on the arbitration treaties with 
Great Britain and Frarce definitely 
fixed for late this afternoon, both the 
advocates and the opponents of the 
treaties in their unamended form ‘fig- 
ured a very close vote on the crucial 
provision contained in clause 3 of ar- 
ticle 3. Opponents claim this clause not 
only delegates the Senate’s treaty-mak- 
ing power to the proposed joint high 
commission of inquiry, but binds the 
Senate to accept the commission’s de- 
terminations. 

The Foreign Relations Committee, 
which at first favored striking out this 
clause, has shifted its view to that of 
preference to have the treaties left in- 
tact apd the objectionable clause vir- 
tually nullified by the Lodge ratifica- 
tion resolution interpreting it so as to 
preserve the full constitutional treaty 
powers of the Senate.

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TUBES ARE URGED 
INST. LOUIS PLEA 


Business Men Argue Before Spe- 
cial Committee on Postal 
Needs of the City. 











SAVING OF A BUSINESS DAY 





Regulations Permit Necessary 
Expenditure, It Is Pointed 
Out by Advocates. 





Representatives of business organiza- 
tions appeared before a special postoffice 
committee at Room 416 of the Federal 
Building Thursday to plead for an ex- 
tension of the pneumatic tube service in 


the saving of a day in filling orders and 
making shipments. It would alko enable 
St. Louis to compete on more equal 
terms with Chicago and other cities, 
which now have the advantage of being 
able to make shipments more promptly 
than St. Louis. 

St. Louis now has only two miles of 
tubes. The installation of 11 miles is 
sought. 

The committee is composed of Alex- 
ander Grant of St. Paul, chairman; 
George Daniel, postoffice inspector in 
charge at St. Louis; John C. Koons, C. 
H. McBride and E. M. Norris, all of 
Washington. They made a trip Wednes- 
day over the territory to which it is 
desired to have the tybes extended. 

Few Tubes in Service Here, 

The only tube service now is between 
the Bridge Station at Third and Wash- 
ington avenue and the Federal Building 
and the annex at Highteenth street and 
Clark avenue. 

About thirty business men appeared at 
the hearing Thursday. Among them 
were Charles F. Wenneker, president of 
the Million Population Club; Cdlin M. 
Selph, Otto F. Karbe, I. H. Sawyer, St. 
Louis Manufacturers’ -and. Exporters’ 
Association; President Christian Bernet, 
J. W. Garneau and James Clark of the 
Merchants’ Exchange; J. F. O. Reller 
and John H. Gundlach, North St. Louis 
Business Men’s Association; Gerald B. 
O’Reilly and A. O. Rule, Real Etate 
Exchange; J. J. Wertheimer, Mac Jol- 
ley, F, L. Osborne, D. D Walter, A. C. 
Lueking, Cyrus E. Clark and George W. 
Simmons, the latter representing the 
Business Men’s League. 

Speakers were dwelling upon. the ex- 
tent of St. Louis manufactures when 
Chairman Grant interrupted to say that 
figures on the magnitude of St. Louis 
manufactures was not what was want- 
ed. A $10,000,000 firm would receive no 
greater’ consideration than a _ $1,000,000 
firm. The fact that St. Louis had ex- 
tensive manufactures would be con- 
ceded. What the committee wanted to 
know was how delivery tubes would im- 
prove mail delivery in St. Louis. 


Postal Allowance Cited. 
Karbe introduced the speaxers to the 


commissioners. Selph, representing the 
Million Population Club, spoke generally 
in behalf of all the tube extensions 
asked. He said that the postoffice re- 
ceipts in St. Louis in 1911 were $4,639,- 
459.97. A regulation of the Postoffice 
Department, he pointed out, allowed an 
expenditure of 4 per cent of the annual 
receipts for the maintenance of pneu- 
matic tube service. Under that pro- 
vision, St. Louis is entitled to 11 miles 
of tubes, while now there is but a little 
more than two miles. 

The extensions from the new postof- 
fice at Eighteenth street and Clark ave- 
nue to Bridge Station, Third street and 
Washington avenue, Merchants’ Ex- 
change Station, Third and Pine streets; 
Cupples Station, Seventh, and Spruce 
streets; Baden Station, on North Broad- 
way; Arsenal Station, on South Broad- 
way, and Field Station, Olive street and 
Taylor avenue, would make only lil 
miles, he pointed out. 

James W. Garneau, speaking for the 
Merchants Exchange, said that the sub- 
station there did one-fifth of the stamps 
sales business of St. Louis, and repre- 
sented millions of dollars of business in- 
terests. 

Represents Jobbers. 

I. H. Sawyer, speaking for the manu- 
facturers and jobbers on Washington 
avenue using Progress Station, said that 
$100,000,0 business was done annually 
on Washington avenue between Twelfth 
and Eighteenth streets. He said that 
the business of Progress Station in- 
creased 34 per cent last year. 

H. A. Blackwell and J. J. Werthel- 
mer, speaking for Progress Station pa- 
trols, said that the stamp sales there 
last year were $230,000, as against $500,- 
000 at the Merchants’ Exchange Station. 
Wertheimer said that there would be an 
increase of $40,000,000 in the business of 
Washington avenue in the next three 
yegrs. 

Chairman Grant then interrupted the 
speakers to tell them that they were not 
giving him the information desired. 

“We will concede that you do a great 
business,” he said. “We admit that 
you. have the greatest shoe industry 
in the world, that you lead in millinery 
avd other lines, but what we want to 
know is what kind of mall service 
you get. Are the delays you complain 
of the fault of carrier delivery, or the 
automobiles, or jJate trains? Give us 
some facts and figures as to your mail 
deliveries and how you think pneu- 
matic tubes will help.”’ 

A. J. Michener, superintendent of city 
delivery of the St. Louis postoffice, who

The receipts are 
numbered serially, and the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives has No. 1 
because he lost no time in writing his 
check and sending it with the letter 
printed in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, 
in which he said in part: 

“I will chip in my mite to help the 
good work along. Jefferson was the 
profoundest philosopher that ever de- 
voted his life to statesmanship and one 
of the greatest original thinkers the 
world has ever produced. His political 
ideas have leavened the entire mass of 
humanity and will finally become uni- 
versal in practice. If anybody deserves 
a monument, most assuredly ne does.’’

WASHINGTON, March 7.—President 
Taft will order additional troops to the 
Mexican border on the return of Secre- 
tary of War Stimson from Chicago to- 
day. This was decided following a con- 
ference of the President and the Mexi- 
can Ambassador. The movement, which

for the purpose of tightening up the bor- 
der to prevent the shipping of arms from 
the United States into Mexico. 

The plan calls for the mobilization 
of 25,000 regulars and 65,000 militia on 
the frontier. 

It was made known at the White 
House and State Department that the 
situation in Mexico is growing worse 
and that the revolutionists, who are lo- 
cated principally in the northern states, 
are getting munitions of war direct from

Situation Aggravated. 

The situation has been aggravated con- 
siderably by the report that Manuel Ca- 
lero, the Mexican Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, had said that his people would 
hold as hostages Americans and all other 
foreigners and their interests in Mexico 
should foreign troops be landed on Mex- 
ican soil, 

The administration regards the report 
as) authertic and as a threat to this 
country. It caused such a stir among 
administration officials that Acting Sec- 
retary of State "Tuntington Wilson tele- 
graphed Ambassador Wilson at Mexico 
City to investigate and report at once. 
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STATE CAN SEND 
FIVE REGIMENTS 


St. Louis Regiment of Militia 
Could Be Ready for Border 
in Three Weeks. 


If the Missouri militia is ordered to 
prepare for service on the Mexican bor- 
der the five regiments will be mobilized 
and trained at the State camp at Ne- 
vada, according to Col. -E. J. Spencer, 
commanding the First Regiment, and 
the first lieutenants, with sergeants as 
aids, will be left behind for recruiting 
service, while volunteers will be sent 
to the State camp for instruction. 

“It would take a long time,” said Col. 
Spencer, ‘‘to get our militia ready for 
war. If we had the city regiments ready 
in three weeks,. and the country regi- 
ments in six, we would be doing re- 
markably well. It probably would take 
three months to get the enure national 
guard of the State ready for service.” 

Missouri Militia Strength. 

Adjutant-General Rumbold in. statis- 
tics recently compiled for the War De- 
partment, gave the number of enlisted 
men in the National Guard of Missouri 
as 2934. If each regiment were recruited 
to its maximum strength. he said, the 
number would be 7274. The number of 
officers in the Missouri militia then was 
278, and there were 77 vacancies. 
For the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1911, the United States Government set 
aside $106,572.28 for equipment end cam») 
expenses of the Missouri National 
Guard, and the Missouri Legislature ap- 
propriated $100,360 for the support of the 
militia.in the years 1911 and 1912. In ad- 
dition, the State received from the Gov- 
ernment $18,000 for new equipment of in- 
fantry and $6000 for additional equipment 
of artillery and other organizations, 

St. Louts Militia Strength, 
Besides the entire First Regiment of 
infantry, with 36 officers and 491 men, 
the following divisions of the militia 
have headquarters in St. Louis: Battery 
A, Field Artillery, five officers and il 
men; Troop B. Signal Corps, two of- 
ficers and 55 men, and Ambulance No. 1, 
Field Hospital Department, Maj. Harry 
E. Ferrell commanding. 

The entire strength of the militia at 
present consists of five regiments of in- 
fantry, two batteries of artillery, two 
troops of the signal corps and the med- 
ical department, embracing the field 
hospital at St. Joseph and two ambu- 
lance companies. 

Col. Spena@r declared Missouri should 
have ac ast 9000 guardsmen on a peace 
basis, whereas at present it is the twen- 
ty-fourth state in militia strength.

= FIREMEN’S PAY 


BILL 15 OPPOSED 
IN THe COUNCIL 


if Amended and Passed It Will 
Be Too Late for This 
Year. 


The bill increasing the salaries of city 
firemer’ 15 per cent passed Friday night 
by the House of Delegates, is in the 
hands of a committee of the City Coun- 
cil for a recommendation. The proposed 
ordinance if passed will increase the 
payroll of the Fire Department about 
$140,000 a year. 

Councilmen Protzmann, Davis, Espen- 
schied and President Gundlach have an- 
nounced that they are opposed to the 
bill in its present shape. The other nine 
councilmen declare they favor an in- 
crease in the pay of firemen, but sev- 
eral say they are not in favor of the 
increase in the salaries of the Fire Chief 
and officers. The bili provides for an 
increase of $1000 a year for the Fire 
Chief. 

Other Bills Killed. 

Two similar bills have veen introduced 
in the Municipal Assembly in the last 
two years. Both were passed by the 
House of Delegates and were killed in 
the Council. There seems to he a strong 
sentiment among the lawmakers that 
the salaries of the firemen should »e 
raised, but heretofore they have been 
unable to agree on the amount of the in- 
crease. 

Firemen now receive $95 a month. The 
proposed ordinance provides for $109.25 a 
month. The salaries of lieutenants, cap- 
tains and other officers are raised in the 
same: ratio. ’ 

Fire Chief Swingley told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Thursday that firemen 
in St. Louis receive lower salaries than 
in many other large cities and that he 
favors an increase. He said that he 
does not desire to officially recommend 
the passage of the present bill because 
it contains an increase in his own sal- 
ary, but will not oppose the measure. 

Councilman Caulfield said Thursday 
that a committee of firemen called on 
him and indicated that the firemen 
would be satisfied with an increase of 
10 per cent. He said he is in favor 
of a 10 per. cent raise, but is not in 
favor of a horizontal increase in the 
salary of officials. 

Caulfield and other councilmen say 
they favor an amendment to the pres- 
ent bill granting an increase, but 
changing several provisions in the 
measure. 

If the bill is amended in the Council 
it will have to be sent back to the 
House of Delegates for approval. This 
probably would prevent the increased 
appropriation being included in the 
budget for the next fiscal year and 
would likely result in delaying the pay- 
ment of increased salaries until next 
year.
